‘WITH FRAUD AT POLLS. 


EPORTS made to Thomas Mc- 
Aleer, Registrar of Voters, yes- 
torday afternoon, of attempts 

to put over votes for Johnson 


clearly irregular and smacking of 
fraud, indicated that in some pre- 
cincts election officers were wilfully 
violating their oath of office. Burl 
Armstrong, Southern California man- 
ager for Willis H. Booth, the only 
Republican candidate for nomination 
for United States Senator, who made 
a clean campaign, sent to Registrar 
McAleer a number of complaints. 

Registrar McAleer stated he will 
investigate these reports and if he 
finds they are true, drastic measures 
will be taken. He conferred with. 
County Counsel Hill yesterday and 
satisfied himself that from the face 
of the complaints, fraud had been 
committed and in some other in- 
stances grave irregularities. 

Mr. Armstrong, in his report to 
the Registrar of Voters, stated that 
there were two classes of irregulari- 
ties. In some precincts election of- 
ficers gave out “not stated” ballots 
to Republican voters, In other wn 
cinets voters who had registered 
“party affiliations not stated,” were 
handed Republican baliots.

“was a loss of votes for the Repub- 
licans. Usually a ‘not stated’ voter 
is not a Republican, and the Repub- 
licans lost. Again Republicans who 
were handed ‘not stated’ ballots 
could not vote for Mr. Booth or any 
Republican candidate except those 
on the non-partisan not stated’ 
ticket.”

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Following is the text of Presi- 
dent Wilson's address: 
“Gentlemen of the Congress: 

“T have come to you to seek your 
assistance in dealing with a very 
grave aituation which has arisen out 
of the demand of the employees of 
the raflroads engaged in  freight- 
train service that they be granted 
an eight-hour working day, safe- 
guarded by payment of an hour and 
a half of service for every hour of 
work beyond the eight. 

“The matter has been agitated for 
The public has 
been made familiar with the de- 
mands of the men and the argu- 
ments urged in favor of them an 
even more familiar with the objec- 
tions of the railroads and their 
counter-demanhd that certain provi- 
sions % gid enjoyed by their men and 
certain of payment worked out 
[through many years of contest be 
reconsidered, especially in their re- 
lation to the adoption of an eight- 
hour day. The matter came some 
three weeks ago to a final issue and 
resulted in a complete deadlock be- 
tween the parties. The means pro- 
vided by law for mediation of the 
controversy failed and the means of 
arbitration for which the law pro- 
vides were rejected. 


RAILWAY PROPOSALS. 


“The representatives of the rail- 
way executives proposed that the 
demands of the men be submitted in 
their entirety to arbitration, along 
with certain questions of readjust- 
ment as to pay and conditions of 
employment, which seemed to them 
to be either closely associated with 
the demands or to call for recon- 
sideration on their own merits; the 
men absolutely declined arbitration, 
especially if any of their established 
provisions were by that means to be 
drawn again in question. The law in 
the matter put no compulsion upon 
them. The 400,000 men from whom 
the demands proceeded had voted to 
strike if their demands were refu 
the strike was imminent; it has sifice 
been set for the 4th of September, 
next, 

It affects the men who man the 
freight trains on practically every 
railway in the country. The freight 
service throughout the United States 
must stand still. untl their places 
are filled, if, indeed, it should prove 
possible to fill them at all. Cities 
win be cut off from their food sup- 
plies, the whole commerce of the 
nation will be paralyzed, men of 
every sort and occupation will be 
thrown out of employment, countless 
thousands will in all Wkelihood be 
brought, it may be, to the very point 
of starvation, and a tragical national 
calamity brought on, to be added to 
the other distresses of the time, ber 
cause no basis of accommodation or 
settlement has been found. 

AS TO MEDITATION. 

“Just so soon as it became evi- 
dent that mediation under the exist- 
ing law had failed and that arbitra- 
tion had been rendered impossible 
by the attitude of the men I con- 
sidered it my duty to confer with

which affected its establishment. I, 
therefore, proposed that the eight- 
hour day be adopted by the railway 
managements and put into practice 
for the present as a substitute for 
the existing ten-hour basis of pay 
and service; that I should appoint, 
with the permission of the Congress, 
a smail commission to observe the 
results of the change, carefully 
studying, not only the figures of the 
altered operating costs, but also the 
conditions of labor under which the 
men worked and the operation of 
their existing agreements with the 
railroads, with instructions to report 
the facts as they found them to the 
Congress at the earliest possible day 
but without recommendation; a 
that after the facts had been thus 
disclosed an adjustment should in 
some orderly manner be sought of 
all the matters now left unadjusted 
between the railroad managers and 
the men. 

THE SUPREME COURT 


the position taken by the Supreme 
Court of the United States when ap- 
pealed to to protect certain litigants 
from the financial losses which they 
eonfidently expected if they should 
submit to the regulation of their 
charges and ct 822 methods of 
service by public legislation. The 
court has held that it would not 
undertake to form a judgment upon 
forecasts, but could base its action 
only upon actual experience; that it 
must’be suppiied with facts, not 
with calculations and opinions, how- 
ever scientifically attempted.

ACTION OF RAILROADS, 

“The representatives of the broth- 
erhoods accepted the plan, but the 
representatives of the railroads de- 
clined to accept it. In the face of 
what I cannot but regard as the 
practical certainty that they will be 
ultimately obliged to accept the 
eight-hour day by the concerted ac- 
tion of organized labor, backed by 
the favorable judgment of society, 
the representatives of the railway 
managements have felt justified in 
declining a peaceful settlement, 
which would engage all the forces 
of justice, public and private, on 
their side to take caré of the event. 
They fear the hostile influence of 
shippers who would be opposed to 
an increase of freight rates (for 
which, however, of course, the pub- 
lic itself would pag;) they apparent- 
ly feel no confidence that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
could withstand the objections that 
would be made. They do not care 
to rely upon the friendly assurances 
of the Congress or the President. 
They have thought it best that they 
should be forced to yield, if they 
must yield, not by counsel, but by 
the suffering of the country. While 
my conferences with them were in 
progress, and when, to all outward 
appearance, those conferences had 
come to a standstill, the representa- 
tives of the brotherhoods suddenly 
acted and set the strike for the 4th 
of. September. 

“The railway managers based 
their decision to reject my counsel 
in this matter upon their convic- 
tion that they must at any to 
themselves or to the country stand 
firm for the principle of arbitration 
which the men rejected. 
based my counsel upon the indis- 
pu utable fact that there was no 

eans of obtaining arbitration. The 
law supplied none; earnest efforts 
at mediation had fafled to influence 
the men in the least. To stand firm 
for the principle of arbitration and 
yet not get arbitration seemed to 
the futile, and something more than 
futile, because it involved incalcula- 
ble distress to the country and con- 
sequences in some respects worse 
than those of war, and that in the 
midst of peace. 

ARBITRATION PRINCIPLE. 

“I yleld to no man in firm ad- 
herence, alike of conviction and of 
purpose, to the principle of arbitra- 
tion in industrial disputes, but mat- 
ters have come to a sudden ‘crisis 
in this particular dispute, and the 
country has been caught unprovided 
with any practical means of enforc- 
ing that conviction in practice (by 
whose fault we will not now stop 
to Anquire.) A situation had to be 
met whose elements and fixed con- 
ditions were indisputable. The prac- 
tical and patriotic course to pursue, 
as it seemed to me, was to secure 
immediate peace by concéding the 
one thing in the demands of the 
men which society itself and any 
arbitrators who represented public 
sentiment were most likely to ap- 
prove and immediately lay the 
foundations for securing arbitration 
with regard to everything else in- 
volved. The event has confirmed 
that judgment. I was seeking to 
compose the present in order to 
safeguard the future, for 1 wished 
an atmosphere of peace and friendly 
co-operation in which to take coun- 
sel with the representatives of the 
nation With regard to the best

IEUT. FAY ESCAPES 
PRISON AT ATLANTA. 


Outside to 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
ATLANTA (Ga.) Aug. 29.—Rob- 


‘ert Fay, said to have been a former 


German army officer, convicted of 

nspiracy against the United Statés 
—— with munition plots in 
New York, escaped from the Fed- 
eral prison here late today with 
William Knobloch, another prisoner. 

Fay, who entered the prison June 
23 to serve eight years, and Knob- 
loch, sentenced at New York, May 
9, to serve eighteen months for us- 
ing the mails to defraud, had been 
doing electrical repair work at the 
prison. Late today they walked by 
a guard at one of the gates, saying 
they were going outside to repair 
some arc lights. When their escape 
was discovered shortly before dark 
an alarm was sent out and guards 
searched the countryside about the 
prison, which is in the suburbs 
Atlanta.

RGE COMPROMISE 


ON WORKS BOARD. 


‘Within a few days the City Engi- 
neer is expected to report to the 
Board of Public Works on the pro- 
posed compromise under which the 
Pacific Electric Railway will, not pro- 
ceed with its application to the State 
Railroad Commission for permission 
to abandon a portion of its line 
from Avenue 64 to Annandale golf 
links. 

The City mb nas been in- 
structed to report on a petition from 
the Garvanza Improvement Associa- 
tion favoring the compromise. The 
proposal is that the Pacific Electric 
will agree to operate the Annandale 
line so as reasonably to serve the 
residents if the Board of Public 
Works relieves it from the great ex- 
pense of complying with an order to 
lay new, heavy web rails in concrete 
with oil macadam pavement from 
the old city limits to the present city 
limits, and will consent to the use 
of the present rails and a modified 
and relatively inexpensive type of 
Pavement. 

The compromise was suggested by 
Commissioner Gordon of the Rail- 
road Commission. The city is fight- 
ing against the abandonment on the 
ground of public necessity requiring 
the continuance of the operation of 
the line. It further claims the Rail- 

road Commission has no jurisdiction 
over the railway trackage within the 
city i
